Dear Sir: 

I ran a patch for one of your Anchorage 
stations recently, and he commented on the excellent audio 
quality of the patch. This led to a story of the KWICK- 
PATCH, and he made me promise to write you about the device. 


Erv Rasmussen, W6YPM, a transplanted 
Wisconsin paint salesman looking for a project to liven his 
retirement on the San Francisco Peninsula in the early 1960s, 
was seeking a low impedence transformer to be the heart of a 
phone patch he intended to build for himself and a few of his 
friends. He heard of 60 being available in a militry surplus 
sale, and put in a bid. Erv had to hire a truck! His suc- 
cessful bid was for 6,000, not 60, of boxed, hermetically 
sealed, beautifully built units made by Federal Transformer 
to Signal Corps specifications. Following the bad McCarthy 
era of Army, FBI, and CIA bugging half the telephone lines 
of the country, this surplus stock of CIA bug transformers 
was being quietly disposed of in the anti-eavesdropping 
reaction which followed Congressional inquiries. 


But back to W6YPM. Staggered by the 
glut of transformers, he designed, manufactured, and mer- 
chandised the KWICK-PATCH, out of his garage, helped only 
by his wife, Marie. 


There were not many patches available 
to hams in those days. The Drake Company made a few, and 
then cautiously withdrew from the field. Erv found that 
QST, 73 and other electronic magazines refused to run his ads. 
Giant A.T.& T. was contending that any connection with its 
sacrosanct telephone lines was not only illegal, but subject 
to an instant $10,000 fine and possible federal imprisonment. 
Manufacturers and the magazines were intimidated. Erv 
could get advertising space only in the maverick CQ magazine, 
and his first orders for the KWICK-PATCH came from KL-/s 
where frontiersmen defying the land, the weather, and the 
environment were not going to be frightened by MA BELL's 
rumblings, A phenomenal number of KWICK-PATCHES were sold 
in Alaska, phone patching by hams was popularized in the 
Territory, and the CQ ads plus word of mouth testimonials 
for the patch came out of Alaska to the Outside.

Ten years later Ery retired again, closing 
KWICK-PATCH operation out of sheer exhaustion. He had been 
too successful, having made thousands of the little patches, 
sold country wide. 


Now phone patching by hams was legal, 
thanks to an anti-trust decision by the U. S. Supreme Court 
in the 1970s, All the manufacturers, including the ubiquitous 
ee were providing equipment. KWICK-PATCH was no longer 
needed. 


I acquired one of the devices 15 years ago, 
at an estate sale of an Anchorage ham who had emigrated to the 
lower 48 to die. The local address of the patch manufacturer 
intrigued me, and I met Erv and learned of his story. Thousands 
of his patches, including mine, are still in daily use. 


Erv gave me the circuit diagram enclosed. 
The history of his patch was written up in the June, 1978 issue 
of CQ Magazine as a how-to-do-it cover story. 


A couple of the original "bug" transformers, 
the heart of the patch, are also enclosed.s Maybe you will want 
to raffle them off at a club meeting. 


Incidentally, for those who may wish to 
construct a good $5 phone patch with the help of junk box parts, 
a few remaining transformers of the original stock are still 
available through Menlo Pacific Co., P. 0. Box 5009, Redwood 
City, CA 94063 for $2 postpaid each, or $3.75 postpaid for two. 
This company acquired the balance of Erv's transformers. 


So I've done my duty and told you of the 
story. Erv, W6YPM, still active on all bands, passes dong his 
thanks to the KL-7s who popularized his device nearly 20 years 
ago. 

If you publish this, please place me on 
the ANCHORAGE ARC mailing list for a while, and I'll say "hello" 
the next time I'm in town.
